Bere 
is alſo ta be conſidered, that the couetous 
t ambitious perſons are of the ſame c6- 
dition, which being paſt al reaſon, turne 
their humaine nature into mere beaſtly⸗

Great rentes oꝛ reuenues, dignities and 
god foztune, kepe men companie one- 
ly their life time, but at the bonre ef deth, 
pea and oftentymes befoze, they [cane 
and fozſake their poſſcſſours anv loners. 
Foztune is wozthy to be named Plagaria, 
and is called ſo of the learned, after one 
named Plagarius, which bz ought vnto ſer- 
uitude and thzaldsme, ſuche as were fra | 
befoze.

many of his ſongs and ſozowfull lamens

Firft of all, be lpeaketb of a certayne 
Architecture oz binde of buziopng, go2ges 
ouſly and magnificcutitke made, as you 
may les moze plainly in the [cucth figure 
of our viſions. Secondly he lawe a ſpire, 
thirdely an Arke triumphant , And then 
the Dodonian tre, ſpꝛeading his ſhavow 
bpon leuen hilles, namely vpon the hill 
ol E the gell Capitolic, the nivunte 
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Vimiall, the mount Cely,Eſquilin, Vimicl, 
and Quirinel. After that, the birde which 
is able to beholde the Sunne, that is the 
Cagle imperiall: and the great Statue, 
whom he (aw leaning on a ſtone pitcher, 
whereout runneth a great water, whers 
by be meaneth the riuer of Tyber, with 
ſhe wolfe, giuing ſucke to two childzen, 
which is the Armes of the Romain. The 
ſeuenth is a Nunph mournyng and wzins 
gyng of bir handes, Cightly, a th2x flay 
ming fire, wherout a birde fluſhing moü⸗ 
ted on hie. Ninthly, a faire ſpʒing, and a 
bundzeth Niphes rounde about it, vnto 
whome came the Faunes, which bzake the 
Fountaine, and dꝛaue them awaye. Laſt 
of all, he ftelleth of Typheus daughter, 
- whiche after hir greate pzeſumption and 
pꝛide was vanquiſhed and flaine . With 
all theſe he goeth about to perſnade, that 
all things here bpon earthe, are nothing 
but wzetched miſerie, and miſerable va- 
nitie, ſhewing alſo howe Nome hath bene 


deſtroyed, which of a baſe and low eſtate 
was li/ted vp, and become very die, and 
that by none other means than couetoul-

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nelle and tbe great deſice which that peo- 
ple and nation had to monep and Amvt, 
tion, that is, to be regarded, ang to haue 
authozitie and rule follo wing the nature 
and condition of their pꝛogenitours and 
P2edecefſoures Romulus and Remus, 
whiche were (as hiſtozies do tell,) nou- 
riſhed and bought bp of a ſhe wolle, cal- 
led Lupa. Oute of whole bzeaſtes they 
haue ſucked all manner of crueltie and 
beaſtlyneſle , gettyng ſo vato themſel- 
nes a woluiſh courage, pea wozſe than a 
Molke, as Mithridates Byng of Ponte caſt 
them in the teeth, bicauſe they were ne⸗ 
ner ſatiſfied of bloud, honour, dignities, 
and riches,but always indeudured them 
ſelues to get other pꝛinces, nations, coun- 
treys and Cities, godes and dominions, 
whervppon folowed the oppꝛeſſion of o⸗ 
ther nations, thꝛough many great robbe- 
ries, with great labour and paine, yea to 
the perill and loffe of their owne men and 
Capitains,and ſo amplified and augmen⸗ 
fed aboue meſare their empires, realms, 


and dompnions, ſtaffed and furnyſhed 


Fore? Cytie wyth pbundzunce of all ma- 
ner 
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ner of riches, whervpon didde enſue all 
kiade of (up:ciluitie and wo2lvelppoms 
pouſneſſe. Bo tyat they adozned their 
Citie with all maner of ſumptuous ann 
coſtelp bupldings, wpth all kindes of 
curious ano cunning wozkes, as Thea 
ters, Triumphall Arkes, Pyzamedes, 
Columnes, Spires, and a greate nums 
ber of grauen Images, Statues , Pe⸗ 
dalles and Figures, made of diners and 
ſundzp kindes ok ſtuffe, as Parble, Ala⸗ 
blaſter, Golde, Spluer, Copper, Pour⸗ 
phere, Emplaſter, Bꝛaſſe and other like 
mettall, ſome grauen, and other ſome 
caſt, All whiche ſumptuouſneſle and ſu⸗ 
perfluitte bathe offtentymes thozoughe 
diſention, diſco2de and ſedition amonalk 
then ſeiues, alſo by their enimies p2tute 
tonſpiracy, hate, and particular p2ofite, 
by childiſh and foliſh counſell, ben to their 
great hinderaunce and damage. Ag it 
is to be ſene in their owne Viſtozies, 
And as they pꝛoceded in all wickednefle, 
avdyointnation , ſuperſtition, and Jdolas 


trie from time to time, euen ſo after that 
CARIST gur Bauioure, and King of 
IS all 
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al Kings was crucifted vnder Pylate, pe- 
ſadent of ſeruſalem, they cealled not dayly 


to kill the poze Chziſttans, perſecutyng 
the church of God in al places,by al kinds 


bk crueltie and tiranny, cſpecially in the 
time of Nero, Domitian, Traian, Aurchan, 
Diocleſian, Maxence,# other like, bicauſe 
they woulde not obſerue and kepe they: 
falſe and ſuperſtitious wozlhypppng of 
God, but rather rebuked them, & pꝛoued 
theirs to be faiſe . And fozaſmuch as that 


= auncient Rome Would not amend it ſelfe, 


and renounce their enozme vices, Jdola- 
trie and ſuperſtition, and conuerte vnto 
the Lozoe jeſu Chziſte, toimbzace the 
true wo2ſhipppng of God, and the ener- 
laſting ©olpel,they haue bene iuſtly pla⸗ 
gued, retepuing accoꝛding to their deſer⸗ 
tes, ſuch meaſure as they had meaſured 
to others. Therfoze are the Per/cans, Hui- 
nel, Frenchmen, Germams o Dutehmen, Da- 
dales, E aitgothes, 1 IVesF gothe rplen againſt 
them and their Empire, : haue diuided it, 
and at lengthe haue they beſteged Rewe, 
and haue taken and ſubuerted, burned, 
L popled, and whoſe raled it, So the Lo2d 
| though 
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thzough his iuſte iudgement bath reuen⸗

ged the innocent bloud of his childzen. 
This is ſhewed vnto vs by thcſe viſions 
and ſonets. O wozlvly vanitie, al things 
muſte palle, ſaue tie loue of Cod: That 
which was lifted vp into heauen, is fallen 
and b2ought even to the grounde, 4 moſt 
miſerably periſhed. As alſo befoze theyz 
time many other rcalmes,as of the (H- 
des, and great Ca age, and other, ar likes 
wyle periſhed, So Rome neuer obtained 
the like eſtimation ſince, as it had befoze 
being in his floure, as it is to be ſæne pet 
by ſome auncient monuments, buildings 
columnes, + walles, which appere there 
as pet to beare witnefſe of Gods venges 
ance which came vpon them foz their fin 
and wickednelle, to the ende that all god⸗ 
ly and well diſpoſed perſons mighte pers 
teiue, that God can and will perfourme 
his pꝛomiſes, the which he hath thzetned 
in his wozde. 

Beſides all this, the Romarne Empir e 
hath ben without an Emperour. ij. hun⸗ 
ded 4 twentie peares, namely ſince Au- 
gultus vntill Charlemayn. »In toe meane 

iyme 
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tine the Bicop of Rome began to foznet 
all maner of ſimplicitie, tumblenefle and 
pouertie, and to neglect tbe ſcruice and 
adminiſtration of a true paſtcure, and to 
put his minde vpon tempozall dominion 
and rule, beginning ſo (th2ough the libe⸗ 


_ ralitie of inany great Pꝛinces, as King 


Si gebertus. 


Carolus Bo- 
millus, 


Ceniblacen. 


Pepin and manpe other great Lo2des 
which he inchaunted vnder the pzetence 
of holineſſe,) to become ſo great, that at 
length he hath ſet him ſelfe in the chaire, 
as ſoueraigne aboue all the reſt, that 
even Emperoures were at his commaũ⸗ 
dement elec and depoſ ed. Foz the fcr- 
nent zeale | deuotion was in many Chz1- 
ſtians already told, a many of them were 
addicted and giuen to wozlbly quietneſſe, 
great eſtate, and all maner of inteperan- 
tie and voluptuouſneſſe: ſo that they had 
moze mind to ſeturitie and idleneſſe, than 
to laboʒ and paine, to ſla pe, than to wozk, 
to take, than to giue, to banquet, than to 
pꝛeache:and had rather tg take their plca- 
ſure in this wicked wo2td, than to eniop 
the heaucnly pleaſures in the wozld to 
come, After this,diſlention role amonglt

roum of it: wherupon did felew of necsſ- 
it ie, as (Dcripture ſpeaketh ; where as 
Gods wo2d is not p;cacted,ther the peo⸗ 
ple pe riſu any andtiucrsberefics,ſthiſe 


mes, and leds: as Sabellians, Arrians,Emoe» | 
mans, Macedonians, Priſcelhans, Neſtorians

Mahomet comming after ward, would be 
adozedas a great pꝛophet, and meſſanger 
of God, So that by the meanes of coue⸗ 
touſnefſe,ambition,and carnall concupil⸗ 
tente, the truth is darkened, z the church 
of Cyziſt moſte miſcrably ſcattered any 
diſpearſed, The /e, by a craftie fleight, 
wꝛeſted the ſcripture to maintaine their 
Talmuith : the Sarazens their Alcorane: 
and theſe pꝛelates and Bilt;ops their Des 


tretals, and all other erro2s and heriſies 
which were vnder that falſe pzopbet Ma- 
homet in 4/iz and 4fr:cke. and vnder the 
Pope in Eure pe, with all their curfſcd tras 
ditions aud trifles, They you baniſhed 0 
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aboliſhed Chꝛiſte and his doctrine, etiery 
where pzeferryng their owne ambition, 
pꝛolit, comoditie t eale. Mhervnto t to 
obtain it the rather, they haue bzought in 
many ſuperſtitions 4 traditions of men, 
as Latin ſeruice (bicauſe y comon people 
ſhould not budcritad their doings )bells, 
dagans play, cymbales, incenſe, palmes, 
candles, tapers, purgatozic, males foz al 
ſoules, diriges,obſequies, Pilgrimages, 
indulgences to deliuer the ſoules out of 
purgatozie, after thei haue gotten money 
inough. Item, chut ch holy days, Kogatid 
dapes, Kelikes, yea ccales wherwith ©, 
Laurence was bꝛopled, loſe phs hoſen, the 
armes of $.Corne!ts, with many moze fri- 
fles and other relckes. They pꝛoced fur, 
ther to the fobiddjng of mariage,meate, 
egges, butter: in lyke manner images, 
and crucifixes were ſette vp, wazkyng 
thereby falls miracles, alwayes fozcles 
ing to their Mao, that is, great hops, 
churches, temples, chapels and Altars, 
where they might lell treir trum perit 
froly,not without great gain, pea fo wel 


that wer were mounted lo hie in power, 
riches 
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riches, and boluptuouſnefle, as we haue 


ſane by erperience, and dapelp is to be 


ſene in places where they are, that they 
rule aboue emperozs,kings,t paintes: 
all this vnder a ſhe we of pietie and holy- 
neſſe, as we herctofoze haue ſlapse. Df 
theſe S. lohn in his reuelation Both warn

When he bath only engendzed and faũd 
out any erro2 02 falſe doctrine,thcy with 
al diligence,as an infallible truth,allow, 
confirme and ſtabliſhe it, and make of it 
aneceſarie article to beleue on, as they 
haue put in p2aciſe their purgatozie, au 
ricular confeſſion , tranſubſtanttat ion,

Alſo it is ſignifi 
cd by Aruine, wherby is noted a denier 03 
fozſaker of God.

Some erpoſitozs leaning b Grake woz⸗ 
des, baue p2aciſed,to their ovon aduaun⸗ 
tage a Latin woꝛde, namely Lux, contai⸗ 
ning the numbze afozeſapd with the colts 
tyng letters, whych ſignifieth (as they

Theſe P2inces and captaines with their 
moſt cruel ſouldiers are ſet on, pꝛouoked 
and ſtirred by the malice of theſe Jdola- 
1 trous Bilhops and Pꝛelates, euen as 
Ua. 27. Pilate and Herode were moued of Annas 
oho.

to the riuer, ſhe wing their tiranny vpon 
his bones, whome they coulde not be re- 
uenged of in his lyke time, no not foz all 
their requeſtes and ſutes made to the 
kyng of Englande, Richarde by name. 

Againe, Sigiſmunde the Emperoz wold 
neuer haue done contrary to his pzomile 
foztified bpa ſafeconduct graunted vnta 
lohn Hus, to goe and come ſafely to the 

ounſell at Conſtance, and in a manner 
fozced hym : foz if he would be the image 
of the beaſt, an obedient child of the Ro⸗ 
miſh church, he mult doe all as it pleaſed 
them. It is manifeſt what diltgence and

Cecilius letellus, a valiat captain wold 
neuer receue the office of Dictatoz which 
was offered him, neither the charge ol a 
Cõſul oz magiſtrate, ſaying that he wold 
ſpend that in quiet neſſe, Þbe had gotten 
by great-trauaile and paine in p warres. 
The Philoſopher Anatillus dyd refuſe to 
be gouernoure of Ate, ſaying that he 
would be rather a ſeruaunt of god men, 
than a hangman of the wicked, Nicodius 
did not regarde noꝛ made any accompt of 
the great treſure which kyng Cyrus ſent 
bim fo2 a pꝛeſent to go with him to war, 
Anſtotle fozſwke the god entertainment 
of Alexander the great, bicauſe he had ra⸗ 
ther be at «th», to reade to his ſcho⸗ 
lers after bis accuſtomed maner, Philo | 
ſophie. Apollog/us Thiancus leauyng bys 
 owne naftue countrey,toke his iozneyto 
go thoꝛoughaut whole Liſe, to goe to ſa 


the mm > in Indie. M. Cu- 
rius 
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rius tontemned the great ſum or gold the 
 Samn:itc« offred him: The great Philoics 
pher Crates, mentioned in p beginning of 
dur boke, caſt al his awdes 4 riches into 5 
ſea, The mhyabtters of the 3fle of Var les 
being aduertiſed of the anarice # coue⸗ 


touſneſſe of their neiboꝛs, thʒew al theyz 
treſure, their gold & ſiluer into the ſea, bi⸗ 
cauſe they ſhold not take occaſiꝭ to make 
warre againſt them foꝛ their gods. Upon 
a dap in the pzeſence of Phillip king of the 
Macedonians, was moued a queſtion as 
mong the philoſophers, namely: What 
was the greateſt thing in this woz1lve 2 
'Whereunfo one aunſwered, It was the 
Sunne:the nert ſapd, the ſea:the thirde, 
the mount of Atlas: the fourth ſayd : that 
great and learned Poet Homere. @hozt- 
ly, euery one lapd that which ſcmedhim 
beſt. But the wiſeſt of them all,aunſwe- 
red after thys ſozte : The greateſt and 
moſt comenvable thing is, the heart and 
courage of Man, whyche dothe not re⸗ 
garde wozld!p and tranſitozie Riches, 
But A coulde rehearſe here, a nreate mas 
ny moze of examples,yf nede ſhoulde ſo
